Methods used by American investment | 


bankers in selling billions of dollars 
of securities now almost worthless 
were described today by a senate com- 
mittee as “scandalous.” “shocking” 
and at times “violative of the most 
elementary principles of business 
ethics.” 

One big flaw, the committee found 
as a result of its stock market and 
banking investigation, was that bank- 
ers “frequently did not ‘have decent 
regard’” for the investors’ interests. 

A third installment in the banking 
committee’s report will be made public 
next week. It and the previous chap- 
ters will be aised as a basis for fur- 
ther legislation when congress meets 


in January.

It said the investment banker did) 
nothing to “curb the speculative fer-| 
vor which swept over the investors 
in his field from 1926 to 1929," “peg- 
ged prices” to insure eale of bonds 
known to be unstable, and sold se- 
curities to “preferred lists” to ex- 
tend his “influence and control over 
individuals in high places.” 

Preferred Lists Scored. 

Referring to the already-published 
“preferred lists” of J. P. Morgan & 
Company and Kuhn, Loeb & Com- 
pany, which included government of- 
ficials and some of the leaders of both 
democratic and republican parties, the 
committee said: 

“The bankers deny, ‘perhaps too ve 
hemently, that they expect any di- 


rect considerations from the persons 
included in the ‘preferred lists.’ ... 

‘The granting of these preferential 
participations (in issues at prices low- 
er than those at which securities were 
offered on the open market) on the 
one hand and their acceptance on the 
other created a community of inter- 
est and similarity of viewpoint be- 
tween donor and donee which augured 
well for their mutual welfare and ill 
for that of the public... 


Assumption of Power. 


“Implicit in the bestowal of favors 
on this magnificent scale is a _ per- 
vasive assumption of power and privi- 
lege. Implicit in the acceptance of 
such favors is a recognition of that 
power and privilege. The preferred 
lists, with all their grave implica- 
tions, cast a shadow over the entire 
financial scene.” 

The committee said that in float- 
ing issues, the investment bankers 
used “high pressure’ methods and 
“flagrant Misrepresentations and con- 
eealments” in prospectuses on which 
the investing public relied for infor- 
mation. 


Bond Sale Assailed. 

It particularly assailed the sale of | 
Peruvian bonds by the National City 
Company and of Brazilian bonds by 
Dillon, Read Company after their em- 
ployes had furnished adverse informa- 
tion as to the finances of those coun- 
tries. 

“Out of the $186,000.000 Brazilian 
bonds sold by Dillon, Read & Com- 
pany to the American public,” the re- 


port recounted, “there were outstand- 
ing at the time of the hearing Octo- | 
her 12. 1933, a net total of $114,000,- 
000 which are in default.” 

The investigators added that $322,- 
448.100 of ‘securities of foreign cOr- 
porations were outstanding as of 
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base, 123 miles by trail south of 
here, for the first time since July, 27.

POLICE MOBILIZED 
BY NEW ORLEANS 
TQ JAIL HUEY LONG 


Clash Feared Near as 
Civil Officers Seek To 
Enforce Court Order 
Against Troops. 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 5.—(UP) 
mobilized today for battle 
against state militia, determined to 
jail Senator Huey P. Long and na- 


tional guard commanders for alleged 
contempt of court. 

Fourteen men described as “machine 
gun experts” were sworn in as spe- 
cial police, to reinforce the city’s 
army of 800 police and 500 deputized 
citizens. Each of the 14 was given a 
Thompson sub-machine gun. They 
were placed under the charge of Cap- 
tain Joseph Sonnenberg, machine gun 
expert of the police department. 

Sonnenberg said the men were all 
New Orleans World War _ veterans 
who had learned to handle the new 
“Tommy” guns, favorite wéapon of 
big city gangsters. The new recruits 
took their posts with grim demeanor, 
garbed in civilian clothes. 

More Arms. 

Police Suferintendent George Reyer 
announced that the city had just re- 
ceived a $5,000 shipment of machine 


guns, tear gas and arsenic bombs. 

A detachment of troops was hold- 
ing the registrar of voter's office, 
across a 30-foot street from city hall. 
Reinforcements were entrenched at 
Jackson barracks and at Washington 
artillery headquarters. Their strength 
was uncertain. Some _ reports. said 
there were 900 militiamen in the city. 

Fifteen hundred destitute persons 
face starvation in the city an indi- 
rect result of the strife between Huey 
Long’s machine and the city govern- 
ment, The federal government ceased 
feeding them because the state legisla- 
ture failed to provide its share of re- 
lief funds last month. The relief bill 
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reduced by winter drift and cold 
which have firmly bridged treacherous 
gaps in the crust.

In Dangerous Spot 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 6.—(Monday)— 
(UP)—Loyalist troops were reported 
today to have routed a communist 
army menacing Foochow, treaty port 
in Fukien province, south China, and 
lifted temporarily the menace to for- 
eign lives and property in that area. 

The Sith division, supported by a 
squadron of bombing planes, routed 
the red rebels, dispatches from the 
war zone said. The rebels fled in 
disorder northward toward Kutien. 

The position of the 5,000 commun- 
ists was reported precarious. Heavy 
fighting occurred around the town of 
Shuikow, not far from Foochow, which 
was held for a time by the rebel 
hordes. 

Aid from the 39th army corps was 
rushed to the Si7th division bearing 
the brunt of the battle. The former 
reached Kutien, cutting off retreat 


‘in that direction. 


The situation in eastern Fukien 
province, along the Pacific coast, con- 
tinued grave, the authorities admitted. 

Foochow, however, was reported re- 
turning to normal with danger to 
Americans residing there lifted, follow- 
ing government victories. 


Jealousy and Suspicion Pay 
Big Dividends to ‘Detectives’ 


Hundreds of Atlantans Victimized and Many 
Homes Broken Up by Racketeers Deal- 
ing in Green Eyes.

Hundreds of Atlanta couples, hap- 
pily married people, have been tricked 
into jealousy and quarrels which have 
led to separation and divorce by un- 
scrupulous’ private detectives and 
equally unethical lawyers, according 
to W. L. Owen, of the Atlanta police 
department. Mr. Owen is special in- 
vestigator in the office of Chief of 
Police T. O. Sturdivant. 

“It has developed into a regular 
racket,”” Mr. Owen said Saturday, “a 
racket that, by its very nature and the 
circumstances in which it places its 
victims, is extremely hard to scotch.” 

Mr!’ Owen pointed out that there 
are only five or six properly licensed 
private detective agencies in the city 
of Atlanta and advised all who contact 
so-called private investigators to im- 
mediately communicate with the office 
of Chief Sturdivant. A careful record 
of all licensed, legitimate detective 
agencies is kept there and, unless the 
man who tells you he is a private de- 
tective is so licensed, the probability 
is that he is not to be trusted. 

Counsel Fee Small. 

The divorce racket is a development 
of comparatively recent date, locally. 
Its primary object is to induce one of 
the two victims, the husband or the 
wife, to engage the services of the, svu- 
called private detective, at so much 
per diem and expenses, to “shadow,” 
the other. And expenses can be made 
to run up to a substantial figure. 

The lawyer involved does not reap, 
usually, as large a financial] harvest as

ythe “detective.” For all the man of 
the law gets is his legal fee and the 
price for securing a divorce in Atlanta 
is not high—there are too many law- 
yers and the competition is too keen. 
Latest quotations put the divorce law- 
yers’ fee at about $25, which can be, 
if desired, divided into monthly pay- 
ments to suit the convenience of the 
client. That is. with many lawyers. 
How They Do It. 


The method of operation 
racket is as follows: 


in the

STORES HEAVIEST 
TAK DELINQUENTS 


U.S. Department of Com- 
merce Analyzes Unpaid 
Taxes in Atlanta. 


WASHINGTON, Aug 5.—(4)—The 
department of commerce reported to- 
day that stores led all other types of 
real estate at Atlanta, of parcels ana- 
lyzed, in the amount of unpaid taxes 
for 1933, owing the city $179,497 or 
26.2 per cent of the total tax delin- 
quency. 

The division of real estate taxa- 
tion studied 16,331 parcels in the 
Georgia city. with a total assessed 
value of $160,156.436. These proper- 
ties, the report said, represented 27.2 
per cent of all parcels in Atlanta, and 
61.6 per cent of the assessed value 
of all buildings. 

One-family dwellings were found to 
be second in unpaid taxes, owing 
$173,131, or 25.3 per cent of the to- 
tal delinquency. Third in the list was 
the group consisting of apartment 
houses, with a delinquency of $79,- 
886, or 11.7 per cent. 

Strictly residential properties, com- 
prised of one-family dwellings, mul- 
tiple dwellings and apartment houses, 
owed a total of $305,828 or approxi- 
mately 45 per cent of the total. 

Upward of 37 per cent of all par- 
cels analyzed were charged with fail- 
ure to pay full taxes, showing a total 
delinquency of $684,584, or 28.5 per 
cent of the levy on these parcels. 

The department said the delinquen- 
cy as shown for the whole city con- 
tained a negligibleeamount of accu- 
mulated unpaid taxes from previous 
years, which also was true of the 
parcels analyzed. 

In relative delinquency. or the 
amount of back taxes owed compared 
to the tax levy, apartment houses 
led, charged with 4.9 per cent of the 
tax levy and owing 11.7 per cent of 
the back taxes on the samples ana- 
lyzed, 

Of the 16,331 properties, 10,001 
were one-family dwellings, with an 
average assessed value of slightly less 
than $3,000 each. Back taxes were 
owed by 3,749 to an average of $46 
each. There were 1,265 stores report- 
ed in the survey with an average as- 
sessed value of about $42,000. Of this 
number 399 were charged with delin- 
quent tax payments, owing the city 
an average of $449 for each building. 

The analysis of tax delinquency in 
60 selected cities throughout the 
United States was for the purpose of 
learning the responsibility of the dif- 
ferent types of real property for un- 
paid taxes. It was a part of a larger 
survey in practically all counties of 
the country. The analysis was finan- 
ced by the Civil Works Administra- 
tion.

GERMANY AWAITS 
HITLER'S SPEECH 
EXPLAINING COUP 


Chancellor Expected To 
Tell, in Funeral Oration, 
Why He Seized Power; 
Plebiscite Advanced. 


5.—(UP)—Chan- 
spring Aa 
hombshell on political affairs in his 
address in the opening funeral cere- 
monies for President Paul von Hin- 
denburg tomorrow noon, well-inform- 
ed quarters believed tonight. 

Der fuehrer surrounded his forth- 
coming oration in the Kroll opera 
house with its customary mystery. 
He spent the week-end in seclusion, 
working on the address and his fu- 
neral oration to be delivered at the 
graveside Tuesday, at Tannenberg, in 
East Prussia, where von Hindenburg’s 
body is to be buried. 

However, none was given an inkling 
of the contents of either address, but 
the expectation grew from develop- 
ments in Hitler's swift seizure of all 
executive powers in the third reich 
that the little chancellor intended to 
explain his actions. 

Prepare Plebiscite. 

The capital filled with visitors who 
will attend the opera house services. 
Members of the nazi reichstag were 
expected to attend in a dy, al- 
though there has been no formal con- 
vening of.that body. 

The famous old opera building will 
be packed also with members of the 
dipiomatic corps, state and national 
government representatives, high army 
and navy officers, labor organization 
representatives and other dignitaries. 

Meanwhile, government workers pro- 
ceeded with detailed preparations for 
the August 19 plebiscite when the 
people will be asked to approve Hit- 
ler’s seizure of presidential powers as 
the sole head of the German state. 

The ballots will bear the text of 
Hitler’s letter to Interior Minister

HITLER BANS WAR 
AS GERMAN AI 


Nation To Fight Only in 
Self Defense, Says Chan- 
cellor-President.. 


BERLIN. Aug. 


LONDON, Aug. 5.—(4)—Chancel- 
lor Hitler today told Ward Price, in 
an exclusive interview on behalf of 
the London Mail, that “if it rests 
with Germany, war will not come 
again.” 

“This country has a more profound 
impression than any other of the evils 
war causes,” the chancellor told the 
Mail. . 

“Ninety-five per cent of the mem- 
bers of our national administration 
have had personal experience with the 
horrors of war and know that it is 
not an adventure but a ghastly catas- 
trophe. 

“It is the disciplined conviction of 
the nazi movement that war can bene- 
fit nobody but only bring about gen- 
eral ruin. Nineteen-eighteen was 4a 
lesson and a warning for us.” 

Germany's present problems could 
not be settled by war, the reichsfuehrer 
added. Her claims upon Europe do 
not involve risk of such a disaster. 

“We ask only that our present 
frontiers shall be maintained,” he said, 
“and believe me we shall never fight 
again except in self-defense.” 

Gives Assurances to France. 

Hitler said he had repeatedly as- 
sured France that once the Saar ques- 
tion is settled there would be no fur- 
ther territorial differences between 
Germany and France. He said Ger- 
many had further proved her peace- 
ful intentions by completing a pact 
with Poland. 

Alluding to a statement in London 
of Acting Prime Minister Stanley 
Baldwin, last week that Britain's 
frontier was on the Rhine, the chan- 
cellor said: 

“Maybe French statesmen will go 
further and say that France must de- 
fend herself on tHe river Oder; or 
Russia might claim her line of de- 
fense was the Danube.” 

Germany. der fuehrer pointed outf, 
can scarcely be reproached if she seeks 
to secure protection within her own 
frontiers. 

“Unless England attacks us,” he 
said, “we shall never have a conflict 
with England, on the Rhine or any- 
where else. ‘We want nothing from 
England. 

“Not even colonies?” the interview- 
er suggested. 

“I would not sacrifice the life of 
any German to get any colony in 
the world.” Hitler replied with an 
emphatic gesture, adding that the 
former German African colonies were 
proving costly and luxurious for 
Britain. 

Affirming that the increase in Eng- 
land’s air fleet, had not caused the 
slightest resentment in Germany, Hit- 
ler said: 

“Britain lies right outside our cal- 
culations.” 

Explains “Defensive Steps.” 

Such defensive steps as Germany is 
taking were due. he said, to the fact 
that Germany is surrounded on the 
continent by a ring of powerful po- 
tential foes who might some day make 
demands that Germany could not ac- 
cept.

The Garden City, L. I., aviatrix 
was rounding a pvyion at the far end 
of a triangular, 50-mile course dur 
ing the chief event of the day at the 
national women's air meet at Darton 
municipal airport in nearby Van- 
dalia. 

The race was on the closing event 
of a two-day meet. 


No Witnesses. 


No one on the flying field saw the 
accident. 

Mrs. Marsalis was thrown clear of 
the wreckage. She was living when 
rescue crews reached her, not far 
from the wreckage, which caught fire. 

Placed in an ambulance, she died 
on the way to a hospital. 

Mrs. Marsalis twice with a com- 
panion established world’s endurance 
records for women, 

She was known as one of the 
most skilled women fliers and was in 
constant demand at air shows through- 
out the country. 

The Miami flight of Miss Richey 
and Mrs. Marsalis, who was in her 
early thirties, still stands as endur- 
ance refueling mark for women. 

A year previously Mrs, Marsalis 
and Mrs. Louise Thaden McPhet- 
ridge remained aloft above Long Is- 
land for eight days four hours and 
five minutes. 

Called Fearless. 

Mrs. Marsalis was described as “‘ab- 
solutely fearless’ by aviators at 
Floyd Bennett field, New York. She 
began flying about 10 years ago at 
her former home in Centerville,

BUILDING OF PARKS 
LAUDED IN SPEECH 


Building Era Now Under 
Way With Definite Aim 
of Constructing Human 
Happiness, He Says.

GLACIER NATIONAL PARK, 
Mont., Aug. 5.—(4#)—President Roose- 
velt in his first talk to the nation 
since his territorial inspection tour ase 
serted tonight the government was 
just beginning its fight to save the re- 
sources of agriculture and industry 
from “the selfishness of individuals.” 
“We have won the greater part of 


the fight to obtain and to retain these 
great piiblie properties for the benefit 
o° the public,” Mr. Roosevelt told the 
nation in this great park of the gov- 
ernment. “We are at the threshold 
of even more important a battle to 
save our resources of agriculture and 
industry against the selfjshness of in- 
dividuals.” 

The president spoke from Two- 
Medicine Chalet after a circle of this 
park of miniature glaciers and nat- 
ural beauty. 

Cites Power Development. 

“People understand, as never before, 
the ‘splendid public purpose that un- 
derlies the development of great pow- 
er sites, the improving of navigation, 
the prevention of floods and of the 
erosion of our agriculture fields, the 
wrevention of forest fires, the diversi- 
ication of farming and the distribu- 
tion of industry,” he said. 

“We know more and more that the 
east has a stake in the west and the 
west has a stake in the east, that the 
nation must and shall be considered 
as a whole and not as an aggregation 
of disjointed groups.” 

Developments of the national parks 
“has not been a simple bed of roses,” 
the president asserted. 

“As in the case in the long fight 
for the preservation of national for- 
ests and water power and mineral de- 
posits and other national possessions, 
it has been a Jong and fierce fight 
against many private interests which 
were entrenched in political and eco- 
nomic power. So, too, it has been a: 
constant struggle to protect the public 
interest once cleared from private ex- 
potatiee at the hands of the selfish 
ew.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—(?)—To 
Germany came the long-awaited crisis. 

Paul Von Hindenburg died. Adolf 
Hitler's power was absolute. 

The army swore fealty to Der 
Fuehrer. On the surface, all was quiet. 

But on the lips of the world. was 
this question: 

How long will it last? 

Gone was the last tie with the 
Germany of old. The venerable von 
Hindenburg was the stabilizer, the 
check on national socialism. 

Now the nazi power is supreme. 
It is the state. 

But from all indications it’s a powel 
derived from support of Germanys 
industrial magnates—support of the 
nazi style of fascism to stave off the 
threat of communism and socialism. 

No sooner had Hitler consolidated 
his chancellorship with the presidency 
than he gave further evidence of this. 
He named Dr. Hijalmar Schacht, 
Reichsbank president‘and spokesman 
for the industrialists, as minister of 
economics, czar of the reich’s trade 
and financial policies. 

Hitler ordered a_ plebiscite this 
month to sound out public sentiment 
on his rule. Whatever he runs for, 
whether president or monarchical 
ruler, he can’t lose. There'll be no 
opposition. The result will be “rubber 
stamp” approval of his actions. 

The allegiance of the army, almost 
immediately given, was to Hitler 
himself—not merely to the state, as 
before. 

The army had been an enigma, Its 
allegiance, its loyalty was to Hinden- 
burg, the “sturdy oak.” Often the 
question had been asked: 


army follow Hitler? 

It did, without a known ripple of 
protest. 

Inside the reich, speculation hinged 
in the main around what form the 
Hitler leadership would ultimately as- 
sume—with some observers even dis- 
cussing a monarchy. but with Hitler

as ruler and not the Hohenzollerns. 


But outside of Germany, the prime 
was the international aspect. 
One of the dominant questions asked 


was: 

Would he continue the fight for 
political and economic union with 
Austria? 

In Austria, the Mussolini-inspired 
fascist leaders frankly were dismayed 
by Hindenburg’s death. 

But they voiced a hope for peace, 
giving reassurance that the door has 
not been closed on Franz von Papen, 
former vice chancellor ordered to 
Vienna by Hitler to smooth the Aus- 
trian-Italian ire after the abortive 
nazi putsch that brought death to 
Dollfuss.

The Italian and 
Yugoslavian armies—jealous eyes 
fastened on each other—patrolled the 
Austrian borders, 

The threat of intervention lessened. 
The Austrian fascists put down the 
revolt of nazis in the provinces out- 
side Vienna. 

Leadership was vested Kurt 
Schuschnigg as chancellor. Two of 
the Austrian nazis who took part in 
slaving Dollfuss were executed. 

The fascist home guards, this 
time, had triumphed. Their leader, 
Prince von Starhemberg, like Schu- 
schnigg, is « monarchist. 

Both are inclined to favor the re- 
turn of young Archduke Otto. Some 
reports said the scion of the Haps- 
burgs had already left his Belgium 
exile, was in either Switzerland or 
Italy.

PRCES OF TOBACCO 
PLEASE VALDOSTANS 


Same Poundage Brings Twice 
as Much Money to Bright 
Growers. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Aug. 5.—Tobac- 
co sales on the Valdosta market for 
the past week—three days—totalled 
1,279,298 pounds, which brought 
$297,962.92, as compared with 1,321,- 
034 pounds sold the first week of last 
year, which brought $169,830.40. The 
three cays’ sales of approximately 


to the growers $128,132.53 more than 
they received last year. 

For the first week in 1933 the av- 
erage paid for tobacco was $12.85, 
while the average for 1934 was 
$23.27. This large increase in average 
has brought widespread satisfaction 
to growers and business interests 
throughout al of south Georgia and 
such portions of Florida as grow 
bright leaf tobacco. At the close, of 
the first week’s sales last year disap- 
pointment prevailed throughout the 
entire section and the growers bitterly 
protested against the low prices. Mass 
meetings were held and growers 
adopted resolutions and protests were 
made to state and federal government 
officials, but the low prices continued 
to prevail during that season. 
With the beginning of the . 1934 
crop came the federal government 
plan for a _ reduction in acreage.

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GLACIER NATIONAL PARK, 
Mont., Aug. 5.—(AP)—The text of 
President -Roosevelt’s talk tonight 
follows: 

I‘ have been back on the soil of 
the continental United States for 
three days after most interesting vis- 
its to our fellow Americans in Puerto 
Rico, the Virgin islands, the Canal 
Zone and the territory of Hawaii. 
I return with the conviction that 
their problems are essentially simi- 
lar to those of us who live on the 
mainland and furthermore that they 
are enthusiastically doing their part 
to improve their conditions of life 


of all Americans, 

On Friday and Saturday I had 
the opportunity of seeing the actual 
construction work under way in the 
first two national projects for the 
development of the Columbia river 
basin. At Bonneville, Ore., a great 
dam 140 miles inland at the iast 
place where the river leaps down 
over rapids to sea level will pro- 
vide not only a large development 
of cheap power but also will enable 
vessels to proceed another 70 or 80 
miles into the interior of the coun- 


try. 
HONORABLE LIVELIHOOD 
ON SMALL FARMS. 

At Grand Coulee, in north-central 
Washington an even greater dam will 
reguiate the flow of the Columbia 
river developing power and in the 
future will open up a large tract 
of parched land for the benefit of 
this and future generations. Many 
families in the days to come, I am 
confident. will thank us of this gen- 
eration for providing small farms 
on which they will at least be able 
to make an honest and honorable 
livelihood. 

Today, for the first time in my 
life, I have seen Glacier park. Per- 
haps I can best express to you my 
thrill and delight by saying that I 
wish every American, old and young, 
could have been with me todar. The 
great mountains, the glaciers, the 
lakes and the trees make me long 
to stay here for all the rest of the 
summer. 

Comparisons are geferally objec- 
tionable and yet it is not unkind to 
say from the standpoint of scenerg 
alone that if many and indeed most 
of our American national parks were 
to be set down anywhere on the con- 
tinent of Europe thousands of Amer- 
icans would journey all the way 
across the ocean in order to see their 
beauties. 

NATIONAL PARKS 
TYPICALLY AMERICAN. 

There is nothing so American Aas 
our national parks. The scenery and 
wild life are native and the funda- 
mental idea behind the parks is na- 
tive. It is in brief, that the coun- 
try belongs to the people; that what 
it is and what it is in the process 
of making is for the enrichment of 
the lives of all of us. Thus the 
parks stand as the outward symbol 
of this great human principle. 

It was on a famous night, 64 years 
ago, that a group of men who. had 
been exploring the Yellowstone coun- 
try gathered about a campfire to 
discuss what could be done with that 
wonderland of beauty.

People understand, 
as never before, the splendid public 
purpose that underlies the develop- 
ment of great power sites, the im- 
proving of navigation, the preven- 
tion of floods and of the erosion of 
our agricultural fields. the prevention 
of forest fires, the diversification of 
farming and the distribution of in- 
dustry.

FLAYED IN REPORT 
OF SENATE GROUP

March 1, 1934, with $1,394,395,300, 
or approximately 43 per cent, in de- 


fault.’ 
Indebtedness Shifted. 

The activities of investment bank- 
ers resulted in passing on to the pub- 
lie not only the huge indebtedness of 
foreign industry, now substantially in 
default, but also the indebtedness of 
foreign governments,” the report said. 
“It has been estimated that as of 
March 1, 1934, $4,970,789,100 of for- 
eign government securities were out- 
standing, of which $1,536,027,300 
were in default in principal amount.” 

Disregarded Warnings. 

The committee said millions of se- 
curities now in default were “unload- 
ed” by the National City bank, of 
New York, and other companies de- 
spite warnings by Thomas W. La- 
mont, a member of the J. P. Morgan 
& Company, and their own officials. 
The Lamont warning was described 
as having been delivered to the Pan- 
American conference in 1927. 

“Far from exercising discrimination 
in relation to these issues, the banker 
failed to check adequately the infor- 
mation furnished by foreign officials; 
ignored bad debt records and bad 
moral risks; disregarded political dis- 
turbances and upheavals; failed to ex- 
amine or examined only perfunctorily, 
economic conditions in foreign coun- 
tries; . .. and generally indulged 
in practices of doubtful propriety in 
the promotion of foreign loans and in 
the sale of foreign securities to the 
American public,” the committee con 
tinued. 

Should Be Disinterested. 

The investment banker should be a 
disinterested intermediary between the 
issuing corporation and the investing 
public, the report said, adding, how- 
ever, that as the American system 
now operates, “the bankers recognize 
no distinction between the interests 
of the investor and those of the is- 
suer.” 

“The record contains many speci- 
fic instances ...,” it continued. “A 
glaring instance is the flotation of 
$90,000,000 bonds of the republic of 
Peru sold to the American public 
in 1927-28 and now in default. 

“The American bankers completely 
subrogated the interests of the in- 
vestor to their own interests and to 
those of their client, Peru. It was 
admitted by officials of the National 
City Company. one of the sponsors 
of the issues, that the investor was 
invited to lend $90,000,000 upon the 
most precarious risks, in order to as- 
sist Peru in extricating herself from 
a state of economic and _ political 
chaos.” 

Individuals to Blame. 

“Many of the abuses in investment 
banking.” the report said, “have re- 
sulted from the incompetence, negli- 
gence, irresponsibility or cupidity of 
individuals in the profession. Such 
abuses can be eliminated only by the 
elimination of such persons from the 
field. Other abuses inherent in the 
American system and are, therefore. 
susceptible of remedial legislation. .. . 

“A prolific source of evil has been 
the affiliated investment companies 
of large commercial banks. These af- 
filiates have been employed as in- 
strumentalities by commercial banks 
to speculate in their own stock, to 
participate in market operations de- 
signed to manipulate the price of se- 
curities and to conduct other opera- 
tions in which commercial banks are 
forbidden by law to engage.” 

The “colossal loss sustained by the 
public on bond issues sponsored by 
investment bankers,” was said by the 
committee to show the bankers were 
“either incompetent or derelict in the 
performance of their duties.”

$150,000,000 in Paper Will 
Be Offered Today Through 
Treasury. 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 5.—()— 
The Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, 
which already has exchanged $900,- 
000,000 of its bonds for mortgages on 
homes throughout the country, to- 
morrow will seek to raise $150,000.- 
000 from the public. The money will 
be used to recondition many of these 
homes. and for othe expenses inci- 
dent to the lending program. 

Three $50.000.000 series of notes, 
maturing in t’ 0, three and four years, 
will be offered by the treasury on he- 
half of the corporation. Bearing «in- 
terest coupons of 1 1-2, 1 3-4 and 2 
per cent. respectively, and fully guar- 
anteed by the government. they will 
be sold to the highest bidders in the 
same manner as the usual treasury 
financing. the books closing August 8. 

This marks the second time the 
treasury has entered the capital mar- 
ket on behalf of another governmental 
agency, it having marketed $100,000,- 
000 of Federal Farm Mortgage Cor- 
poration bonds two weeks ago. 

The Home Owners’ Loan Corpora- 
tion up to July 27 had refinanced 
414,190 homes by exchange of its 
three per cent bonds for existing mort- 
gazes. Heretofore it has drawn on its 
$200.000.000 capital funds for cash, 
which is needed to make repairs on 
properties. pay taxes and fire insur- 
ance premiums and for disbursements 
of items less than $25 in refinancing 
t-ansactions, 

The reception of the note issue is 
awaited with deep interest by treasury 
officials, hecause it may help point 
the way of the treasury’s own borrow: 
ing program of the next few months. 


11 PERSONS INJURED

It criticized the use of the “pre- 
ferred list’ by Kuhn, Loeb & Com- 
pany, and the National City Com- 
pany, and held investment bankers 
responsible for fhe two provisions in 
the bond indentures of Krueger and 
Toll—Swedish match concern—‘‘which 
occasioned tremendous losses to the 
American investing public.” 

In 1929, the report said, under the 
leadership of Lee Higginson & Com- 
pany, a syndicate including Clark 
Dodge & Company, Brown Brothers 
& Company, Guaranty Company of 
New York, National City Company 
of New York, Union Trust Company 
of Littsburgh, and Dillon, Read 
Company, bought $26,500,000 of a 
$50,000,000 issue of 5 per cent se- 
cured gold debentures of Kreuger and 
Toll. 

The agreement stipulated that Ivar 
Kreuger, now dead. could substitute 
“eligible” government securities to 
back the debentures. The committee 
said he “engineered a series of sub- 
stitutions, replacing the original col- 
lateral with securities distinctly in- 
ferior in quality.” 

While the original securities were 
French government bonds of a value 
of $24,500,000, the report said, Kreu- 
ger replaced them with Yugoslavian

Steamer, Sunk by Ice- 
berg Off Alaska in 1901, 
Is Brought to Surface. 


JUNEAU, Alaska, Aug. .—(?)— 
Treasure hunters are about to find— 
so they hope—a reputed $3,000,000 
fortune in Klondike nuggets and gold 
dust which sank with the vessel 
Islander nearly 33 years ago. 

Early in August the rusty hulk of 
the ship will be dragged ashore from 
waters 365 feet deep, salvagers said 
today, and divers and workmen can 
enter the battered, barnacle-crusted 
eraft in search of safes in which gold 
was shipped to the States from the 
rich diggings of the great Klondike 
field.

Voters in Missouri, West Virginia, 
Virginia and Kansas in_ primaries 
Tuesday will select candidates ~ for 
three senate and 35 house seats and 
one governorship. 

National interest focused on the 
democratic senatorial contests in Mis- 
souri and West Virginia. In Vir- 
ginia, Senator Byrd and nine house 
incumbents are unopposed for the 
democratic nomination and the pri- 
mary is a formality. 

The three-way Missouri democratic 
senatorial contest is a battle over par- 
ty control in that state. Tom Pen- 
dergast, Kansas City political boss, 
has pitted Judge Harry S. Truman 
against Representative Milligan, sup- 
ported by Senator Clark. Represen- 
tative Cochran is the St. Louis or- 
ganization’s candidate. Senator Pat- 
terson is unopposed for the republican 
nomination. Eleven of the 13 dem- 
ocratit house members are seeking re- 
nomination. 

Clem L. Shaver, former democratic 
national committee chairman and for- 
mer Senator William L. Chilton are 
among candidates for the democratic 
senatorial nomination in West Vir- 
ginia to oppose Senator Hatfield, re- 
publican, who -has three opponents. 
Five of the six democratic house mem- 
bers are unopposed for renomination. 

Six democrats are fighting for the 
gubernatorial nomination in Kansas. 
Governor Alf M. Landon has one op- 
ponent—Dr. John R. Brinkley. the 
“goat gland” physician—for the re- 
publican nomination. Three demo- 
cratic and four republican represen- 
tatives seek re-nomination. Two demo- 
crats and one republican are unop- 
posed.

Wilhelm Frick, asking him to specd 
the referendum vote, and the cabi- 
net’s decision to hold the plebiscite.

Under this line will be the words: 
“Yes,” and “no.” One is to be check- 
ed. Efforts to give Hitler practically 
a 100 per cent approving vote are 
being made by Dr. Paul Joseph Goeb- 
bels, propaganda minister. 

At Neudeck, East Prussia, the body 
of von Hindenburg lay in the study 
of his castle. The body was placed 
in a casket and covered with flow- 
ers, sending a heavy perfume through 
the room and corridors. 

Hitler Secluded. 

The newspapers concentrated on fu- 
neral plans rather than politics for 
the moment. Hitler was relegated to 
virtual obscurity, and kept to himself 
in his quarters at the chancellery, 
working on the words of praise to 
the man whose death permitted his 
rise to new heights. 

Workers in night and day shifts hur- 
ried preparations at Tannenberg me- 
morial, final resting place of the great 
field marshal. 

Plans to accommodate 200,000 vis- 
itors were rushed. Only a few hun- 
dred will be permitted inside the hon- 
or court at the war memorial, scene 
of von Hindenburg’s victory over the 
Russians in 1914, but: the ‘surround- 
ing countryside will be thick with 
people in last tribute. 

One hundred special trains from al! 
parts of Germany are- being arrang- 
ed. The visitors will live on board 
the trains while at Tannenberg. All 
normal hotel and inn accommodations 
have long since been exhausted. 

An official announcement said the 
“general's tower” in the memorial, 
von Hindenburg’s permanent resting 
place, later will be remodeled as a 
chapel.

allegations that Germany was indirect- 
ly meddling in Austria in a manner 
that might make war inevitable. 

“We shall not attack Austria,” Hit- 

ler answered brusquely. “But we can- 
not prevent Austrians seeking to re- 
store their ancient connection witb 
Germany.” 
_Answering the interviewer’s ques- 
tion as to whether Hitler aimed at 
restoring the connection, he said “An- 
schluss is not a problem of the pres- 
ent day. Austrian independence lies 
outside all discussion and nobody 
questions it.” 

“It is natural that Germans of 

Austria should incline toward union 
with Germany, but we all know this. 
The aim is imposible at present be- 
cause opposition to it from the rest 
of Europe would be too great.” 
_ Questioned concerning his present 
immense powers within Germany, 
gained since the death of President 
von Hindenburg, he replied that every 
year he had submitted his powers to 
the German people who could confirm 
or withdraw them, 

“Is your combined office as head of 
the state and chancellor to be held for 
life?” the interviewer asked. 

“It will last until the basis of this 
government is removed by a national 
vote,” said Hitler. 

The recent stern repression of a 
division in the nazi party was referred 
to and Hitler was asked if he were 
satisfied the party is completely unit- 
ed. His eyes flashed as he replied: 

“It is stronger and more solid now 
than it ever was.” 

Hitler said that within two years 
Germany would make itself independ- 
ent of imported cotton, wool and 
other fundamental] raw materials. 

He said it was for other nations 
to decide whether it was to their in- 
terest that Germany should cease to 
be an international buyer as well as 
seller. 

“Three things,” he said, “are requi- 
site to world economic recovery, name- 
ly maintenance of peace, the existence 
of strong, well-organized governments 
in every country, and the necessary 
energy to tackle world problems as 
a whole. 

“Germany is ready to co-operate 
with other nations to this end if they 
will work with us.”

$100,000,000 Farm DebtsAdjusted 
By County Committees in U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—(#)—Ad- 
justment of more than $100,000,000 
in farmers’ debts was attributed to 
county committees today by the farm 


credit administration. 

Reports from farm debt adjustment 
committees in 2,400 counties of 4: 
states, or 90 per cent of the nation’s 
agricultural counties, indicated their 
belief that success in adjusting debts 
between creditors and debtors had 
made unnecessary, in most cases, that 
farmers resort to bankruptcy under 
the Frazier-Lemke mortgage morator- 
ium law. , 

“The experience in farm debt set- 
tlement, according to these commuit- 
tees, so far indicates that by far 
the great majority of cases of excessive 
indebtedness may find immediate so- 
lution through voluntary conciliation,” 
che administration said. 

Adjustments enabled thousands of 
farmers to save their homes, it was 
added. In Wisconsin. Ohio, Missouri, 
Washington, and Mississippi from l,- 
000 to 4,000 farm homes were retain- 
ed by their owners due to adjustment 
—_ of county committees, officials 
said. 

Records of two states were mention- 
ed as typical. In Illinois, committees 
found solutions for debts of more than 
3,000 distressed farmers, adjusting in- 


debtedness approximating. $20,000,000, 
and in Wisconsin more than 2,000 
farmers with debts formerly aggre- 
gating $14,700,000 have retained pos- 
session of their homes. 

The administration also announced 
that it would make loans to farmers 
and stockmen in official emergency 
drouth areas to pay costs of moving 
livestock to new pastures and range 
lands. 

Loans will be limited to a maximum 
of $3 per head for farm cattle, $1.50 
for range cattle, $4 for farm work- 
stock, $2 for saddle and pack horses, 
50 cents for’sheep and 35 cents for 
goats. 

The loans also must cover the cost 
of pasturage, the maximum allowance 
for this purpose being 50 cents per 
head per month. 

Such advances will be available 
throughout the emergency drouth 
areas selected by the farm credit ad- 
ministration from the farm administra- 
tion’s official list. These areas now 
comprise 906 counties in 21 states, 
including all of the Dakotas, Nevada 
and Utah; large portions of Arizona, 
California, Colorado, Idaho, . Kansas, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Montana, New 
Mexico, Nebraska, Texas and Wyom- 
ing, and some counties in Arkansas, 


Iowa, Oklahoma, Oregon and Wiscon- 
sin.

Huge Salaries of Film Stars 
Will Be Cut Under NRA Code 


HOLLYWOOD. Aug. 5.—(/)—It 
pays to be a Hollywood movie actor, 
but the pay is going to be slashed 
soon, and slashed sharply. 

Heads of the movie industry know 
now, if they didn’t know some time 
ago, that the salary question under 
the NRA code must be straightened 
out. 

The “convincer” was the full text 
of the report on salaries by Sol A. 
Rosenblatt, deputy code administra- 
tor. Several of the salient points in 
the report were made public some 
time ago, but Hollywood has just 
finished reading the complete docu- 
ment. It fairly bristles with statistics

Aside from commenting that there 
is no fixed law about how high a 
movie star’s salary should be, the re- 
port does not cheer the big money 
makers in the industry. It says the 
ratio system is to undergo an epochal! 
readjustment very soon—probably just 


as soon as a committee to investigate 
the whole field completes its report. 
Movie actors averaged $3,298 last 
year, or $900 less than they earned 
two years ago. Executives averaged 
$53,358, as compared to $92,427 in 
1931. Directors averaged $20.315 
against $31,525 two years before. 
The top salary in the business went 
to an actor, presumably Will Rogers. 
It was $315.000. Of the 50 highest 
paid contract persons. 29 were actors, 
and of the next 50 highest, 17 were 
actors. 

There were several very high sal- 
aries last year. One actor drew S300,- 
000; two of them received $275,000; 
two executives were paid between 
$250,000 and $275,000, and four act- 
ors and three executives between, 
$200,000 and $250,000

_|lution of the salamander subclass is 


known as the Salamandridae. This 
is a time-honored name,.for it’ was 
proposed by the famous and somewhat 
erratic naturalist Rafinesquedn 1815. 


|; Whether this man was a genius or 


madman is not yet settled, but there 
are a lot of facts on the side of his 
genius, for his classification of animals 
remains pretty much as he devised it. 

This family is well known in the 
major continents of the world and 
provides perhaps the most beautiful of 
amphibian demonstrgtions of the laws 
of geographic distribution that we 
have. Such a discussion were beyond

though it may crop out later. 

Our Georgia representatives of the 
family at hand are the newts. Possi- 
bly these animals have become better 
known as scavengers for fish tanks 
than they were for their zoological 
importance before the craze for tropi- 
cal fish set in. We have discussed 


them in this column at least once be- | 


fore, but in case you are a new reader 
or have forgotten what we had to sa 
about them, we will review them brief- 
ly before passing on to more interest- 
ing families. 

The crimson spotted newt, which is 
our form here, undergoes a really 
amazing display of colors and adapta- 
tions during his life histary. In the 
spring, we will say, the newts congre- 
gate in pools for breeding. These 
animals are an olive green in color, 
about four inches long, and slight of 
build. There is a row of crimson 
dots, encircled with black, down each 
side of the back. ‘There is a sort of 
courtship dance at this time that re- 
sults in the pairing of the newts. I 
recently wrote an exhaustive account 
of the structural and color modifica- 
tions of this species in the breeding 
season, but such details are not for 
our pleasure. 

Let us take a single egg produced 


by a single pair and follow it for 
awhile. he hatching of this legg 
takes place soon after it is deposited, 
then the larval form, colored like\its 
parents, begins ctuising through the 
water in seareh of Dapnia and ot 
such water-mites for food. Growi 
rapidly on this diet, the little fello 
leaves the water about the beginnin 
of his second year, and takes 
habitation under the friendly p 

tion of a log. Here his color becgémes 
bright orange tmstead of olive /éreen. 
His gills, having been much reduced 
by the development of the lungs, are 
now gone. He continues his habitat 
under the log for two more years, and 
then, if he has been successful in 
avoiding his natural enemies, he in 
turn goes to the pools to breed, 
changes color again, and remains in 
- water for the rest of his natural 
ife.
